An Act to Incorporate the 
Town of Reno. 


Section 1. On and after the first 
Monday in April, A. D. 1877, and for 
the pur \ hereinafter mentioned, 
the inhabitants of that portion of 
Washoe county embraced withia the 
limits ereinafter set forth, shall be a 
body politic and corporate by the 
name and style of the town of Reno, 
and by that name they and their suc- 
cessors shall be. known in law, have 
perpetual succession, and sue and be 
sued in all courts. The boundaries of 
said town of Reno shall be as follows, 
to-wit: Beginning at the center of 
section one (1) and running thence 
south to the center of section, thirteen 
(13), thence west to the east boundary 
of section fifteen (15), thence north to 
the quarter-section corner on the east 
boundary of section three (3), thence 
east to the place of beginning. All 
in township No. nineteen (19), north 
range, nineteen (19) east, Mount 
Diablo base and meridian, and in 
Washoe county, State of Nevada; 
Provided, that such incorporation 
shall not invalidate, revoke or substi- 
tute the Reno road- district, which | 
shall remain a county road district, 
subject to the same rights, immunities 
and benefits that inrred te it before 
the passage of the act, and the Com. 
missioners of Washoe county shall ex- 
ercise the same centrol over and pro- 
vide for said district in all respects as 


-. the statutes do new or may hereinaf- 


' ter prescribe. 


Src. 2. The town of Reno shall be 
divided into three wards as follows, 
to-wit: All that portion lying on the 
south side of Truckee river embraced 
within the corporate. limits of said 
town to constitute the First Ward; 
and all that portion lying between the 
Truckee river and the C. P. R. R. 
track to constitute the Second Ward; 
and all that portion lying north of the 
C. P. R. R. track- and within the cor- 
porate boundaries of said town to con- 
stitute the Third Ward. 

Sec. 3. The corporate powers of 
said town shall be vested in a Board 
of Trustees, to consist of five mem- 
bers, who shall be actual residents 
and owners of real estate in said town, 


who shall be chosen by the qualified 


electors of their respective wards, as 
follows, to-wit: One from the First 
Ward; two from the Second Ward, 
and two from the Third Ward. 

Sec. 4. of the First Ward, 
and and of the Second 
Ward, and and —-—-- of the 
Third Ward shall constitute the Board 
of Trustees for the first year and shall 
hold their office as such Trustees until 
their successors are elected and quali- 
fied. The Trustees above named shall 
on the second Tuesday in March, A. 
D. 1877, proceed te the office of the 
County Clerk, take the oath of office 
and immediately enter upon the duties 
of their office. At their first meeting. 
the Trustees elected in the Second and 
Third Wards. shall draw lots for a 
long and short term, and the Trustee 
drawing for a' long term shall hold his 
office for two ycars or until his suc- 
cessor is duly qualified. The Board 


_ shall also at said meeting elect one of 


their number who shall be President 
until the next election of Trustees. 
Sec. 5. On the second Monday in 
April, 1878, and annually thereafter, 
there shall be elected one Trustee 
from each ward, and on the first Mon- 
day in May, 1878, shall commence the 
term of office of the second Board of 


Ss Trustees of said town of Reno, and 


o~ 


the first Monday in May in each year 
thereafter shall be the day fixed for 
the qualification and assumption of 
office of all officers elected under this 
Act. There shall also be elected at 
each annual election such additional 
Trustee or Trustees as shall be neces- 
sary to fill all unexpired terms of 
office existing in the Board through 
vacancies occurring in the terms of 
the regularly elected Trustees. When- 
ever any vacancy or vacancies occur 
in the Board it shall be the duty of 
the remaining Trustees, or a majority 
thereof, te fill such vacancy or vacan- 
cies by appointment of a ‘qualfied 
person or persons from the proper 
person or persons from the proper 
ward’ or wards, and the Trustee or 
Trustees so appointed shall hold his 
or their office until the next annual 


-election, when any unexpired term or 


terms shall be filled by election as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 6. Al provisions of law which 
now. are hereafter may be in force 
regulating elections and providing for 
the registration of electors, so far as 
the same ae be consistent with the 
provisions of this Act, shall apply to 
the election of the Trustees. The 
Board of Trustees shall for two weeks

cause the — of vi certificate or 
pemison tificates of elections by their’Clerk, 
in*manner and form 4 provided by 
law Cqpogning elections, The elec- 
tian of ady person to the office of 
Trustee, may be contested in the man- 
nér and. form ‘as provided by statute 
coneerving general elections. 

Sec. 7. The Trustee or Trustees 
chosen at the election held under this 
Act, or appvinted to fill a vacancy 


.| Shall take the official oath. provided 


‘by law within five days after due no- 
tice of such election er appointment 
and upon failure thereof. his office 
shall be declared vacant: pwovided, 
that in case the person so elected be 
absent from the county at the time of 
his election or appointment, he shall 
be allowed twenty days in which to 
return and quality and enter upon the 
duties of his office. — 


Sec. 8. The President of the Board 
of Trustees shall preside at the meet- 
ings of the Board and perform such 
other duties asthe Board may pre- 
scribe. When a vacancy shall occur 
in the office of a Trustee who is Pres- 
ident of the Board, the Board of Trus- 
tees, after all: vacancies shall have 
been filled, shall elect one of their 
number, who shall be President of the 
Board until the next &nnual election. 
At any meeting of the Board in the 
absence of the President, the other 
Trustees shall designate one of their 
number who shall be President pro 
tem. of the Board. 


Sec. 9. The Board of Trustees shall 
hold regular meetings on the first 
Monday in each month and such other 
meetings as by adjournment or reso- 
lution they may determine, but the 
President of the Board shall have 
power to call special meetings when- 
ever in hisjudgment it may be neces- 
sary. A majority of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum ~for business. 
When the attendance of members 
shall be deemed necessary, a peremp- 
tory order may be issued by the Presi- 
dent and placed in the hands of the 
Town Marshal, who shall have power 
to compel the attendance of absentees. 
The Board of Trustees shall adopt 
rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of its own ‘proceedings, and 
shall be the judges of the eligibility of 
its own members. 

Sec..10. First—The Board of Trus- 
tees sliall have power to make by-laws 
and ordinances, not repugnant with or 
to the constitution and laws of the 
| State of Nevada. 

Second—To institute and maintain 
tiny suit or suits of the town in the 
»roper court or courts, whenever nec~ 
essary in their judgment. To enforce 
and maintain any right or rights of the 
town, and they may in like manner, at 
their sound discretion, defend all 
actions brought against the town. 

Third—They shall, on the first Mon- 
day of April of each year, levy a tax 
not to exceed one-half of one per cent. 
upon the assessed value of all real and 
‘personal property situate in the corpo- 
rate limits of the town of Reno, and 
made taxable by law for State and 
county purposes. 

Fourth—To lay out, extend, and 
alter the streets and alleys in said town 
of Reno; provided, that said Board of 
Trustees shall not have power to inter- 
fere in any manner with the track or 
buildings of the C. P. R. R. Co. To 
provide for the grading, draining, 
clearing, awidening, lighting, or other- 
} wise improving the same, also fo pro- 
vide for the construction, preservation 
and repair of sidewalks, bridges, drains 
and sewers, water tanks and fire cis- 
terns; provided, that said Board of 
Trustees shall have no power to make, 
build, alter, repair, or in any manner 
interfere with, or assume to interfere 
with, except for police purposes, the 
county bridge crossing Truckee river 
at the foot of Virginia street, from 
Reno to Lake’s South Addition, or 
the land upon which said bridge is 
situate; but such bridge shall be and 
forever remain the property of Washoe 
county and shall be maintained at the 
expense of the county; and the Trus- 
tees shall further provide for preven- 
tion and-removal of obstructions from 
the streets and sidewalks of the town: 
provided, that said Board may in its 
discretion assess the costs of improv- 
ing or repairing any sidewalk, to the 
owner or owners of the property in 
front of which said sidewalk or pro- 
posed sidewalk may be, and make 
such costs of improvements or repairs 
a lien upon such property. 

Fifth—To provide for the preven- 
tion and extinguishment of fires, and 
organize, regulate and establish fire 
or hose companies in the town. 

Sixth—To cm gers the storage of 
gun-powder and other explosive or 
combustible materials within the cor- 
porate limits of the town. 

Serenth-—-To determine what shall 
be deemed nuisances within the cor- 
porate limits of the town of Reno, 
and provide for the prevention, re- 
moval and punishment of person or 
persons committing the same. 

Eighth—To fix:and collect a liceuse 
tax on, and regulate all theatres and 
theatrical performances, circuses, 
shows, billiard tables, bowling alleys 
and all exhibitions and amuesments 
within the town. To fix a license 
tax on, and regulate all taverns, 
hotels, restaurants, saloons, bar-rooms, 
bankers, brokers, gold dust buyers, 
mafsufacturers, livery stables and liv- 
ery stable keepers, within the town, 
‘and express companies, persons ep- 
gaged in the business of transmitting 
letters or packages, stage companies, 
or the owners of stages or stage lines, 
who have a place of business in the 
town, or any agency therein; to li- 
cense and regulate auctioneers and 
stockbrokers within the town; to 
‘license, regulate, tax and prohibit all

and/tax all hawkers, peddlers, pawnbro- 
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kers, refreshment or coffee stands, 
hwithin the city; provided that no tax 
or license shall be required for ped- 
dling the agricultural productions of 
this State; to regulate, -or prohibit, or 
suppress prostitution and unlicensed 
gaming and disorderly houses, ‘and 
houses of ill-fame within the town, 
ta levy and collect an annual tax on 
dogs within the town, and- provide for 
the extermination of all dogs for 
whicd such tax shall not. have been 

aid, and to prevent all other animals 

rom running at large in the town, and 
to provide for impounding the same 
at. the expense of the owner; to fix and 
collect a license tax on all professions, 
within the town not heretofore speci- 
fied. — 

Ninth—To provide for the issuance 
of all licenses in this Act mentioned 
or authorized to be issued, and to fix 
the terms on which and the sums for 
wich the same shall issue’ 

Tenth—To prevent, punish and re- 
strain any disorderly conduct in said 
town. 

Eleventh—To hold, manage, use 
and dispose of the real and_ personal 
property of the town, and collect all 
dues and demands belonging to, or 
coming to the same; but-no sale of 
any such property shall be made until 
after it is appraised by three apprais- 
ers aud taxpayers of the town, at the 
actual market value, nor shall it be 
sold for less than three-fourths of such 
appraised value. | 

Twelfth—To fix and prescribe the 
punishment forthe breach of any ordi- 
nance made or adopted by the Board 
of Town Trustees, and provide for the 
enforcement of the same, aud to pro- 
vide forthe punishment of vagrancy, 
malignant disturbances of the peace 
and any other crimes that said Trus- 
tees may deem deserving thereof, and 
may require all persons convicted of 
such crimes to work on the streets and 
public works of said town in such 
manner as the Board may prescribe. 
But no fine shall be imposed for one 
offense in a sum greater than five hun- 
dred dollars, and no term of imprison- 
ment shall be more than six months, 
or in lieu of imprisonment, any person 
so committed may be made to work 
on the public works of the town. 

Thirteenth—To pass or adopt all 
ordinances, rules and regulations, and 
perform all other acts and things nec- 
essary for the execution of the powers 
and jurisdiction by this Act conferred, 
and to audit all claims properly paya. 
ble out of the funds of the Town 
Treasury. 

Fourteenth—To remove or cause to 
be removed, at the expense of the oc- 
cupants of the premises, all unneces- 
sary accumulation of refuse or com- 
bustible material wherever found. 

Fifteenth—-To remove or cause to be 
removed, at the expense of the oecu- 
pants of the premises, all insecure 
stovepipes, and replace the same with 
new and secure pipe. 

Sixteenth—Whenever said Board 
shall deem it expedient for the better 
protection of property from fire, to 
construct or cause to be constructed, 
at the expense of the owners of the 
property, good and secure brick fire 
flues, and to cause the same to be con- 
structed in all buildings within fhe 
corporate limits of the town of Reno 
that may be constructed subsequent 
to the first Monday iu April, 1877- 

Seventeenth—To appoint three po- 
licemen, two to serve in the night and 
one to serve during the day, the, day 
officer to be the Town Marshal. The 
night policemen to receive a salary 
not to exceed $85 per month, and the 
Town Marshal shall receive a salary 
not to exceed $90 per month in gold 
coin. Said policemen’ shall be in- 
vested with the authority of city po- 
licemen, and shall be subject to re- 
moval by said Board of Trustees 
whenever, in their judgivent, it shall 
be deemed advisable. 

Eighteenth—To prohibit and sup- 
press opium smoking and opium 
houses or dens, and -provide fer the 
punishment of both the proprietors 
and patrons of the same. 


Sec. The Treasurer of Washoe coun- 
ty in addition to the duties now im- 
posed upon him by law, shall act as 
the Treasurer of the town of Reno,and 
shall be ex-officio the Town Treasurer. 

Src. 12. The Assessor of Washoe 
county shall, in addition to the duties 
now imposed on him by law, act as 
the Assessor of the town of Reno, and 
shall be ex-officio the Town Assessor. 

Src. 18. The District Attorney of 
Washoe county shall, in addition to 
the duties now imposed on him by 
law, act as the Attorney for the town 
of Reno, and shall be ex-officio the 
Town Attorney: provided that said 
Town Attorney shall be entitled toa 
fee of $15 for each conviction had in 
the Police Court, said fee to be col- 
lected from the defendant, and in no 
case shall such fee be chargeable to 
the town government. 

Sec. 14. The County ‘Clerk of 
Washoe county shall, in addition to 
the duties now imposed on him by 
law, act as the Clerk of the town, and 
of the Board of Trustees, and shall be 
ex-ofticio the Town Clerk, whose sal- 
ary shall not exceed the sum of $250 
perannum. — 

Sec. 144g. The Road Supervisor of 
Reno Road District shall be ex-officio 
Town Street Superintendent, and 
shall, ine addition to his duties as 
Road Supervisor, perform such duties 
and receive such compensation as may 
be prescribed and allowed by the 
Board of Trustees. 


See. 15. The Justice of the Peace 
of Reno Township, Washoe county 
‘shall,in addition to the duties now 
imposed upon him by law, be ex-offi- 
cio the Recorder of the town of Reno, 
with the like jurisdiction as commonly 
conferred upon Recorders’ courts, in 


municipal corporations, sulject to ap- 
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peals taken to the District Court as 
from Justices of the Peace. : 

Sxc. 16. The Board of Trustees shall 
annually, at the time prescribed by 
law for levying taxes for State and 
county purposes, levy a tax as hereina- 
before prescribed upon all real and 
personal property situate in the town, 
and made assessable by law for State 
and county purposes? and the tax so 
levied shall be collected at the same 
time and in the. same manner, and by 
the same mre exercising the same 
functions (g§cting ex-officio as town 
officers) as prescribed and provided in 
the revenue laws of this State for the 
collection of State and county taxes; 
und said town tax so levied shall -be 
assessed and collected with the State 
and county taxes of each year; and 
the revenue laws of this State shall, 
in every respect, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, be deemed 
applicable, and so held, to the lJevy-| 
ing, assessing and collecting of the 
town taxes; provided, that in the mat- 
ter of equalization of assessments up- 
on property, the rights of the town 
shall be concluded in the manner and 
to the same extent as in the State and 
the county, by the action of the county 
or State Board of Equalization, and 
whenever and wherever practical and 
expedient all forms and blanks in use 
in the levying, assessing and collect- 
ing of State and county revenue shall, 
with such alterations or additions as 
may be necessary, be used in the levy- 
ing, assessing and collecting of the 
revenue of the town. The ard of 
Trustees shall enact all such ordi- 
nances as shall be found necessary, 
and not inconsistent with this Act,and 
the laws of this State, for the prompt, 
convenient and economical collection 
of the town revenues. 


Sec. 17. All taxes, fines, forfeitures 
or other moneys collected or recovered 
by any officer or person, under or by 
virtue of the provisions of this Act, or 
of any valid ordinance of the town, 
shall be paid by the officer or person 
collecting or receiving the same, to 
the Town Treasurer, who shall keep 
an accurate account thereof, and give 
itemized receipts therefor, in dupli- 
cate; one of which shall be given by 
him immediately to the Town Clerk, 
for the more perfect keeping of his 
accounts and for the information and 
guidance of the Board of Trustees, and 
the other shall be given to the officer 
or person so paying in such moneys. 
All such moneys shall be placed by 
the Town Treasurer ina fund to be 
known as the “General Fund,” and 
shall be so kept except as paid out 
upon proper warrants. 


Sec. 18. The fees, salaries or other 
compensations of the officers herejn- 
before provided for, shall be regulated 
by regularly enacted ordinances; pro- 
vided that the Trustees shal! receive no 
compensation whatever for their ser- 
vices. Allclaims for fees, salaries or 
expenses necessarily or properly in- 
curred in carrying on the legitimate 
duties of town government as provid- 
ed in this Act, shall be presented to 
the Board of Trustees, who shall con- 
sider and allow or reject the same in 
their order as presented to the Clerk 
of the Board, and.the record. of their 
action shall be entered upon their 
journal. Upon the allowance in whole 
-or part of any claim by the majority 
of the Board of Trustees the town 
Clerk shall draw a warrant upon the 
Town Treasurer for the amount sp al- 
lowed, and shall state in the same, in 
general terms, the nature of the claim 
Upon the presentation of said warrant 
to the Town Treasurer, he shall im- 
mediately pay the same if, upon refer- 
ence to its number and the amount al- 
lowed by the Board and having ‘pref- 
erence thereto in their order, there is 
money in his hands, in the fund upon 
which the warrant 1s drawn, to pay 
the same. Upon payment of any 
warrant the Town Treasurer shall 
cancel the same, and the warrant sw 
canceled shall be a sufficient voucher 
for the Treasurer as to the amount so 
paid. The President of the Board of 
Trustees shall once in every three 
months examine the books and vouch- 
ers of the Town Treasurer and report 
the result to the Board, which shall 
be spread at large upon the journal of 
the Board. 


Sec. 19. The holder of any claim 
or demand mentioned as above which 
has been rejected in whole or in part 
may within six months after such re- 
jection, commence an action in any 
Court of competent jurisdiction of the 
county of Washoe, for the amount of 
the claim or the portion rejected as 
the case may be. The action shall be

In case any such officer or employe 
shall neglect or refuse to perform the

Sec. 21. Realand personal proper- 
ty levied upon for taxes due the town, 
if sold by virtue of any judgment for 
taxes, shall be sold by the officer hold- 
ing the execution, tpon the judgnient 
which includes the town taxes. 

Sec. 22. The Town ‘Clerk shall 
keep the corporate seal if there be one, 
also all books, and shall file and keep 
all papers belonging to the town, under 
their proper heads; attend all meet- 
ings of the Board of Trustees, and keep 
an accurate journal of their proceed- 
ings, including a record of all ordi- 
nances, by-laws and resolutions passed 
or adopted lg them, which journal 
shall, after approval at each meeting, 
be signed by the President of the 
Board, and attested under-the hand ef 
the Clerk. He shall sign all warrants 
issued, and affix the seal thereto, if 
there be any. He shall number and 
countersign all licenses. All licenses 
shall be printed, showing on their face 
the class of license, with marginal 
stubs attached, and stitched together 
in books, each book containing an equal 
number of one class only. All licenses 
issued shall be signed by the President 
of the Board of Trustees. The Town 
Clerk shall “be the custodian of the 
blank licenses, and shall deliver them 
from time to time, in such number as 
the Bourd shall direct, to the Town 
Marshal, who shall ‘collect the same, 
charging him therewith at their face er 
representative value and giving him 
credit at the same rate forso many there- 
of only, as he shall return to the Clerk 
at the time of settleement of his ac- 
count. The Town Clerk shall also 
keep an accurate account of all war- 
rants and orders drawn upon the Town 
Treasurer, and shall perform such 
other duties as may be required by 
the Board of Trustees. Upon the pass- 
age of ordinances, or of any resolution 
appropriating money, abolishing li- 
censes, or increasing or decreasing the 
rates of licenses, the “yeas and nays” 
shall be called, and the clerk shall 
enter the same, and the vote of each 
member ofthe Board upon the journal. 

Sec. 23; The style of all ordinances 
shall be: “The Buoard of Trustees of 
the Town of Reno do ordain.” All 
ordinances shall be published of 
posted three days before going into 
effect. 

Sec. 24. All county officers acting 
ex-officio as officers of the town, may 
act as town officers through their reg- 
ularly appointed deputies when 
authorized by law to appoint such 
deputies. 

Sec. 25. The Town Marshall, in 
addition to the general duties of his 
office, shall execute all processes issu- 
ing from the Recorder's Court, with 
full powers as a policeman, and as 
chief ofall the police force appointed for 
the town as such, and shall collect all 
taxes and town licenses. 

Sec. 26. Civil actions may be 
brought by the town in any court of 
competent jurisdiction and actions 
for violation of any ordinances of the 
town may be brought before the Town 
Recorder and fines "imposed by the 
Recorder may be recovered by execu- 
tion against the property of the de- 
fendant, or the payment thereof may 
be enforced by imprisonment in the 
county jail of Washoe county, which 
shall serve as the town jail, at the 
rate not exceedsng one day for every 
two dollars of such fine and costs, or 
the Recorder may at his discretion 
adjudve and enter upin his docket 
an order that such offender shall work 
on the streets or public works at the 
rate of two dollars for each day, 
which shall apply on such fine and 
costs until the same be so exhausted 
or otherwise satisfied. Appeal may 
be taken from judgments as in cases 
of appeal from Justice’s Courts in 
criminal cases. 

Sec. 27. If any officer shall remove 
his office from the town or absent 
himself therefrom more than _ thirty 
days without leave of the Board of 
of Trustees, his office shall by the 
Board be declared vacant, and the 
vacancy filled by appointment, as pro- 
vided in this Act. : 

Sec. 28. The Town Marshal shall 
not be answerable upon his official 
bond (if such bond be required) for 
the conduct of policemen appointed 
under the provisions of this Act, Mut 
the Board may require of such appoint- 
ees such bonds as shall be by them 
determined upop as proper. The 
powers and duties of the Town Mer- 
shal may be more fully defined*by 
such ordinances as shall not be incon- 
sistent with this Act. 

Src. 29. No debt shall be created 
aI or indirectly, against the town, 
beyond the amount of cprrent reve- 
nues of each year; nor shall any con- 
tract for supplies of water or gas, or 
other supplies for the town, or 
other contract whatever, made by ‘or 
on behalf of the town, be of any valid- 
ity for any period exceeding one year.
